| The attorney general's holdings

1. It is within the discretionary 
;power of a board of county com- 
missioners to grant holidays with 
pay to county employes. 

2. County commissioners have 


discretionary power to make agree- 


ments on the subject of labor con- 
ditions unless such agreements are 
prohibited by law or would barter 
or assign governmental powers. 

3. It is within the statutory 
power of boards of county commis- 
sioners in Montana to make collec- 
tive bargaining agreements which 
employ the principle of the union 
shop. 

Some may wonder or even as 
‘What has that decision to do with 
us?” The decision number 3 means 
a lot. How many places of employ- 
ment of which State, County and 
Municipal Employes are employed 
you know, that hold a sem- 
blance of the UNION SHOP?
